A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner suggested an amendent of the claims such that they 
include an "active RNA degradation step", thus clarifying the current 1 12 second paragraph issue, and causing the 
withdrawal of those 102 rejections based on a reference which does not also include an "active RNA degradation ste". 
Applicants focused on the current 103 rejection based on Madru et al. and Major, and argued that Major did not 
suggest that the proposed (by the examiner) excessive RNA in the cell lysate was the cause of any problems related to 
the assay. Thus there is no motivation to combine Major with Madru et al. The examiner was not entirely persuaded 
although he expressed his willingness to further consider this argument submitted as a formal response in writing..
